New Delhi, the 17th November, 1989 

S.O. 958(E).—^In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 169 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951), the Central 

Government, after consulting the Election Com¬ 
mission, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Conduct of Elections (Third 
Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961,— 

(i) after rule 59, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

‘59A. Counting of votes in specified 
constituencies m Punjab.—In relation to 
the counting of ballot papers found in 
ballot boxes used at the polling stations 
in such constituencies in the State of 
Punjab as may be specified by the Election 
Commission in the official Gazette, in lieu 
of rules 55, 56, 57 and 59, the following 
rules shall apply, namely : — 

‘55B. Scrutiny and opening of 
ballot boxes.—(1) The returning 
officer shall open, or cause to be 
opened, simultaneously the ballot box 
or boxes used at more than one 
polling station and shall have the 
total number of ballot papers found 
in such box or boxes counted and 
recorded in Part II of Form 16 ; 

Provided that discrepancy, if any, 
between the total nurnber of such 
ballot papers recorded as aforesaid 
and the total number of ballot papers 
shown against item No. 5 of Part 1 


shall also be recorded in Part II of 
Form 16. 

(2) Before any ballot box is 
opened at a Counting table, the coun¬ 
ting agents present at that tabic shall 
be allowed to inspect the paper seal 
or such other seal as might have been 
affixed thereon and to satisfy them¬ 
selves that it is intact. 

(3) 'Die returning ofiicer shall 
satisfy himself that none of the ballot 
boxes has in fact been tampered with. 

(4) If the returning officer is 
satisfied that any ballot box has in 
fact been tampered with, he shall not 
count the ballot papers contained in 
that box and shall follow the procedure 
laid down in section 58 in respect 
of that polling station. 

56B. Counting of votes.—(1) 
Subject to such general or spedfal 
directions, if any, as may be given by 
the Election Commission in this behalf, 
the ballot papers taken out of all boxes 
used in a constituency shall be mixed 
together and then arranged in con¬ 
venient bundles and scruttnised. 

(2) The returnipg officer shall 
reject a ballot paper—r 

(a) if it bears any mark or 
writing by which the elector can 
be identified, or 

(b) if it bears no mark at all 
or, to indicate the vote, it bears 
a mark elsewhere than on or near 
the symbol of one of the candi¬ 
dates on the face of the ballot 
paper or, it bears a mark made 
otherwise than with the instni- 
ment supplied for the purpose, or 

(c) if votes arc given on it 
in favour of more than one candi¬ 
date, or 
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(4) The returning ofiScer shall 
endorse cn every ballot paper which 
he rejects the word ’‘Rejected” and the 
grounds of rejiCUoji in abbreviated 
form either in his own hand or by 
means of a rubber stamp and shall 
initial such endorsement. 


(d) if the mark indicating 
the vote thereon is placed in such 
manner as to make it doubtful to 
which candidate the vote has been 
given, or 

(e) if it is a spurious ballot 
paper, or 

(f) if it is so damaged or 
mutilated that its identity as a 
genuine ballot paper cannot be 
established, or 

(g) if it bears a serial num¬ 
ber, or is of a design, different 
from tbc serial numbers, or, as 
the case may be, design, of the 
ballot papers authorised for use 
at the particular polling station, 
or 

(h) if it does not bear both 
the mark and the signature which 
it should have borne under the 
provisions of sub-rulc (1) of rule 
38 : 

Provided that where the returning 
officer is satisfied that any such delect 
as is mentioned in clause (g) or clause 
(h) has been caused by any mistake 
or failure on the part of a presiding 
cfficer or polling officer, the ballot paper 
shall not be rejected merely on the 
ground of such defect; 

Provided further that a ballot 
paper shall not be rejected merely on 
the ground that the mark indicating 
the vote is indistinct or made more 
than once, if the intention that the 
vote shall be for a particular candidate 
clearly appears frpm the way the 
paper is marked, 

(3) Before rejecting any ballot 
paper, mrder sub-rule (2), the return¬ 
ing officer shall allow each counting 
agent present a reasonable opportu¬ 
nity to inspect the ballot paper but 
Sh&l not allow him to handle it or 
any othfer ballot paper. 


(5) All ballot papers rejected 
under this rule shall be bundled to¬ 
gether. 

(6) Every ballot paper which is 
not rejected under this rule shall be 
counted as one valid vote : 

Provided that no cover containing 
tendered ballot papers shall be opened 
and no such paper shall be counted. 

(7) After the counting of all 
ballot papers contained in all the ballot 
boxes used in a constituency has been 
completed, the returning officer shall 
make the entries in a result sheet in 
Form 20 and announce the particulars. 

Explanation.^For the purpose of 
this rule, the expression "constituency” 
shall, in relation to an electkm from 
a parliamentary constituency, mean the 
assembly constituency comprised therein, 

57B. Sealing of used ballot 
papers.—-The valid ballot papers of 
each candidate and the rejected ballot 
papers shall thereafter be bundled 
separately and the several bundles made 
up into a separate packet which shall 
be scaled with the, seals of the return¬ 
ing offieer. and of such of the candi¬ 
dates, their election agents or counting 
agents as may desire to affix their seals 
thereon : and on the pockets so scaled 
shall be recorded the foHawing parti¬ 
culars, namely :— 

. (a) the name of the consti¬

(b) the date of counting.’.
